Gentlemen : 

The  time  has  come  when  I  am  compelled  to  consider  restricting 
my  activities  in  the  antique  business  to  the  affairs  of  my  personal 
clientele,  which  promise  to  occupy  my  entire  time.  In  consequence 
I  am  consigning  to  you  my  collection  of  furniture,  fabrics,  tapestries, 
paintings,  and  objects  of  art,  in  the  hope  that  those  of  your  clients 
who  are  interested  in  fine  decorations  will  find  pleasure  in  acquiring 
them  under  conditions  of  free  and  unrestricted  public  sale. 

It  is  difficult  for  me  to  select  only  a  few  items  of  interest  from 
this  large  collection,  which  has  been  for  me  an  intensely  personal 
activity.  Outstanding  as  works  of  art  are,  however,  the  two'  fine 
Brussels  tapestries  [Numbers  377  and  378]  woven  by  Jan  Frans 
van  den  Hecke,  who  is  known  for  some  of  the  finest  signed  works 
of  the  late  seventeenth  century.  Among  the  important  needlework 
are  three  Elizabethan  petit  point  border  panels  [Number  342]  from 
Mrs.  Huntington's  collection,  and  a  sixteenth  century  Spanish  gold 
needlepainted  velvet  cope  [Number  354]. 

Of  the  decorative  objects  I  consider  that  the  Russian  gilded 
samovar  of  Alexander  III  [Number  301],  and  the  important  set  of 
decorated  and  gilded  silver  dessert  knives,  forks,  and  spoons 
[Number  312]  from  the  Russian  Imperial  Collection  will  create  con- 
siderable interest  among  collectors.  The  bronzes  by  American  sculp- 


tors  include  the  fine  Bronco  Buster  [Number  321]  by  Frederic 
Remington  and  a  proof  statuette  by  Frederick  MacMonnies  [Num- 
ber 47],  both  from  a  very  limited  tirage. 

English  and  French  furniture  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  nine- 
teenth century  will  comprise  an  important  part  of  the  first  and  third 
sessions  of  the  sale,  together  with  a  number  of  earlier  examples  of 
the  Renaissance  style. 

The  most  interesting  of  the  paintings  you  will  probably  find  to 
be  the  Solnedgang  [Number  251]  by  Anders  Zorn,  which  was  pur- 
chased from  the  artist  by  the  late  Charles  T.  Yerkes  and  comes 
from  the  Emilie  Grigsby  sale;  it  is  considered  to  be  the  finest  of  his 
plein  air  paintings  in  America,  where  he  has  always  been  chiefly 
known  for  his  etchings.  The  brilliant  Schreyer  [Number  252]  was 
exhibited  for  many  years  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 

You  will  find  a  number  of  interesting  primitives  among  the 
earlier  paintings,  together  with  the  rare  Child  with  a  Dog  [Number 
235]  by  Johannes  Van  Noordt,  from  the  Stillwell  sale;  a  vigorous 
male  portrait  [Number  248]  by  Paulus  Moreelse,  from  the  famous 
Catholina  Lambert  collection,  and  the  picturesque  he  Printemps 
[Number  258]  given  to  Lancret,  from  the  collection  of  the  late 
Lloyd  Warren. 

Perhaps  I  have  already  written  too  much,  but  as  I  have  said, 
the  task  of  selection  has  been  difficult.
